REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Rev.  N.  P.  Philbrook,  who,  as  a  member  of  the  Board, 
was  on  his  fifth  }'^ear  of  service,  resigned  near  the  close 
of  the  last  term.  Rev.  E.  H.  "Wright  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

In  entering  upon  and  pursuing  its  work  for  the  year, 
as  heretofore,  the  Board  found  difficulties  to  overcome. 
In  a  rural  district  like  ours,  to  afford  every  pupil  eligi- 
ble to  public  instruction  school  advantages,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  judiciously  expend  the  public  mone3^  is  no 
small  task.  Our  schools  are  necessarily  small,  seldom, 
if  ever,  exceeding  the  number  which  could  be  conven- 
iently taught  by  a  competent  teacher.  Could  the  pupils 
be  centered  in  larger  schools,  there  would  be  fewer  to  sup- 
port, and  money  saved  to  extend  their  length.  There 
is  but  little  difference  in  the  running  expenses  of  a 
school  of  fifteen  or  thirty  pupils.  There  are  competent 
teachers  who  would  quite  as  readily  take  the  school  of 
thirty  as  of  fifteen.  But  to  secure  such  schools  it  would 
be  necessary  to  draw  from  such  an  extent  of  territory  as 
to  make  the  distance  too  great  for  the  public  to  over- 
come. Were  the  Board  to  resort  extensively  to  carriage 
to  surmount  this  difficult}^  this,  to.o,  would  draw  heavily 
on  the  school  fund.  Hence,  the  Board  has  carried  the 
principle  of  consolidation  as  far  as  it  has  thought 
practical.  Something  has  been  saved  thereby.  The 
town  system  since  introduced,  under  its  management, 
has  given  the  pupils  about  one  third  more  of  schooling, 
for  the  same  money,  than  was  given  under  the  district 
system. 


An  inspection  of  the  District  at  the  opening  of 
the  year  showed  that  pupils  could  be  best  centered 
and  schools  supported  at  Calef  Hill,  Square, 
Hunkins,  Meadow,  Bay,  Morrison,  Gaza,  Chapel,  Os- 
good and  North  Sanbornton.  Most  of  the  pupils  have 
received  instruction  in  these  schools.  A  few,  however, 
have  been  sent  out  of  town  to  points  where  they  could 
be  best  convened.  Their  tuition  has  been  paid  by  the 
Board.  In  a  few  instances  we  have  exercised  the  dis- 
cretionary power  given  under  the  law,  and  appropriated 
for  carriage  purposes.  As  a  result,  all  have  had 
twenty-four  weeks  of  schooling  for  the  year.

non and  Sadie  E.  Neal,  Morrison;  Jennie  E-  Dickerson, 
Gaza;  Frances  M.  Gowan,  Chapel;  Emma  A.  Lane, 
Osgood;   Mary  N.  Redding,  North  Sanbornton. 

Teachers  in  the  main  have  been  successful.  The 
work  of  some  has  been  excellent.
